Speaking of the attack of 
Finland by Ru. sin he stated, 
that Finland could rest assured 
that British aid, which war. 
voted with other nations, at • 
recent meeting of the League 
of Nations in Geneva, would be 
no mere formality. He spoke of 
the treatment thc Poles *md 
Czechs had received from Ger¬ 
many after their capture and 
now said it war Finland’s turn 
because of the conquest of Rus 
sia. 

Speaking of the future ho 
said that peoples of the Empire 
would ho called upon to go with 
out many things, but hr felt 
that if the world wer n made 
safe for democracy as a result 
of the present struggle and the 
sacrifice that it would entail, 
then it would bo worth the big 
price that it was costing every 
day and every hour.

stale aij- being taken out. The 
system is noiseless, and fully 
automatic, after the thermo¬ 
stats are set, it operates itself 
and is a combination of heating 
and air conditi oning system, and 
according to Mr. Sedgewiek 
has been proven by years of 
.satisfactory- services across the 
United States, and many of the 
newer schools and public build¬ 
ings in Canada are equipped 
with this system of heating.

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WEEKLY LETTER 

Puroua vs. Non- poiuu-j 
Flowe. Pols 

Flower pots are in general 
of two distinct types, i.e., the 
porous clay type and the inn- 
porous type which are either a 
glazed tile product or are made 
of metal. 01 the two, th e porous 
clay pot has been in most goner 
al use hugely due to the pop¬ 
ular belief that this type of pjt 
promoted the healthiest plant 
growth. However, repeated ex¬ 
periments have shown that the 
most satisfactory plant growth 
is obtained with the non-poious 
type. 

Experiments conducted at 
this Station demon drat, d that 
the same kind ol plants, pm tic 
irtrly cannas, will grow from 
three t^ four inches tallei and 
will also be thriftier in metal 
pots than in porous clay ones. 
Furthermore, the dangci ol 
checking plant growth by dry¬ 
ing is lessened in these mn- 
porous pots since they requite 
only one-half as much watt i as 
ordinary porous clay pots in 
the same period of time. 

In a porous clay pot the plant 
roots arc found to congregate 
in a white mass on the outside 
of the ball of earth and next to 
the wall of the pot. It was 1 eliev 
ed it one time that the roots 
!>enefitted by the aeration they 
received through the walls of 
the pot. Instead, it has beer 
shown that the roots are frequ¬ 
ently injured by the walls 
whicih sometimes become over¬ 
heated or by the corrosive act¬ 
ion of the salty deposit which 
at times collects on the p ts 
outside surface. 

In recent years, glazed and 
painted pots have become quite 
popular. In addition to the ad¬ 


vantages of their non-pot ous 
sur I ace, they are also attractiv¬ 
ely decorated i n various colours 
and shades so that they can be 
made to 1 lend with the colour 
si heme of the home. 

^1 this Station, the metal 
Pot has given very satisfactory 
scr\ice. It is practically unbreak 
able under normal greenhouse 
conditions and for economy of 
space it is hard to equal. Nine 
b-iinii metal p.-ts use the same 
• •pace as required for eight 
(>-in<h clay pots and when not 
m use, sixteen metal pots occ¬ 
upy as much space as nine clay 
i ts when placed one inside the 
other. 

Galvanized iron, common one- 
inch lumber, shingle nails, tim- 
r.er’s rivets and raw linseed oil 
are all the materials required 
lor making metal pots. The cost 
I the material varies from 6 
to 8 centt* per |>ot. Quite often 
much ol this material may be 
picked up around the home 
grounds & the metal can often 
hr salvaged from discarded auto 
mobile bodies. As a rule sheets 
30 inches by 90 inches of 28 
gauge galvanized iron are used. 
Each sheet will produce mater 
ial for twenty-two 0 inch pots. 
The bottoms for the pots are 
cut cut of the lumber in the 
form of discs four inches in dia¬ 
meter, with a one-third inch 
bevel and with a five-eighths 
i icli drainge hole in the centie. 
T|ies e discs to ensure a long 
life are then boiled in raw lin¬ 
seed oil for half an hour and 
allowed to dry before they are 
used. Shingly nails are used to 
hold the discs in place in the 
bottom of the pot. Tw 0 tinner’s 
rivets are used to hold the sides 
of the pot together. When com¬ 
pleted the six-inch pot stands 
.six inches high.

One of the 
three members ol Canada’s war 
supply board, he issued his state 
ment when about to leave lor 
Ottawa t 0 take up his $1 a year 
job in supervising purchase ol 
the materials which the Dom¬ 
inion needs to carry on the war 
successfully. Incidentally, Mr. 
Woodward proved his belief in 
Canada’s economic and financial 
security by making it known 
that he has ordered a $150,000 
to $200,000 addition to his firm's 
Edmonton store this spring. 

At the same time, the Alberta 
government announced that it 
has established a trade office in 
Ottawa, to make sure that a 
shar e of Canada’s war business 
comes to Alberta. The action 
had been recommended by the 
Edmonton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. Sales ol' Albert* coal t > 
industries in the East will be 
among the chief objectives, but 
all types ot Albeita products, 
including farm and dairy goods 
will be pushed forward too. 

The Dominion's first war loan 
is expected within the next few 
weeks, the amount & the terms 
to be announced soon by lion. 
J. L. Ralston, Minister of Fin¬ 
ance. It will prevent strain c l 
Canadians which would be caus¬ 
ed by excessive taxation for 
war purposes, and it will pro 
vent any need for reducing the 
country’s living standard to 
any extent. 

The Dominion plans to borr- 
row the real savings of the peo¬ 
ple, so as to owe as little ag pos¬ 
sible whe n the war is finished 
but to the citizens of the cou; 
try themselves. Because the

'Jtr. use 
may be extended to controlling 
insects in enti re buildings, prov 
iding all water pipes, tank’ and 
so on are first emptied of water 
and other precautions taken to 
prevent possibly damage from 
the effects of freezing. Windows 
and doors must be opened and 
the sub-zero temperature allow 
ed to penetrate throughout the 
building fo r R period of at least 
12 hours and preferably for 24 
hours.
